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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1890. 


Eighteen terms of school, aggregating 166 weeks of five 
_ days each, have been held in town during the year. 

There have been two terms in each of the following divis- 
fone-'2,°5,)0°and: 72 Three’ terms in Division 4£,/and four 
terms in Division 4, of the common school grade. In addition 
to these there have’ been two terms of high school and one 
Winter school. There have been employed two male and 
twelve female teachers. ‘The fifteen terms of common school 
aggregate 135 weeks, or an average of 19.2 weeks per school. 
Whole number of scholars attending, including non-residents, 
114; whole number of resident scholars, 105. Of these 
eighteen terms, two must be reported as failures, one as little 
better than a failure, while the others were measurably success- 
ful, and as regards their general standing, we think it will 
compare favorably with that of former years, and other towns. 


SPECIAL REPORT BY SCHOOLS. 


DIVISION I. 


This school was commenced by Ellen C. Downing, but 
after teaching five weeks, in which she failed to secure the 
desired order, a change was thought advisable, and Mrs. Addie 
A. Rogers was engaged to complete the term, which she did 
in a creditable and satisfactory manner, and her services were 
secured for the Fall term. Mrs. Rogers is one of our best 
teachers, having had a long experience in the school room. 
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And where she is we always look for good results and have 
never been disappointed. Length of school 18.2 weeks, 
number of pupils, 13; wages per month, including board, 
$20; visits by School Board, 6; whole number of visitors,

DIVISION 3. 


The Spring term was taught by Grace M. Friend, of 
Washington. This was Miss Friend’s first attempt at teach- 
ing, and her school was the smallest in town, but her com- 
plete success justified us in promoting her to a larger school in 
the Fall. The Fall term was taught by Lula E. Smith of 
Charlestown. This was also a successful school, the scholars 
showing as good improvement as the best in town. Length 
of school, 19 weeks; number of pupils, 4; wages per month 
including board, $15.50; visits by School Board, 4; whole 
number of visitors, 26. 


Division 4.—PRimARY DEPARTMENT. 


Hattie Whittemore was employed for the year, completing 
seven years of consecutive service in this school with unabat- 
ing interest. In fact each school was found better than the 
last, when it seemed impossible to improve. Miss Whitte- 
more is a model teacher and the school is to be congratulated 
in having her services secured for the coming school year. 
Length of school 21 weeks; number of pupils, 21 ; wages per 
month, including board, $28; visits by School Board, 14; 
whole number of visitors, 92. 


Division 4.—INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Lura J. Bailey, 
of Acworth. This teacher’s abilities as an instructor are 
above the average, and she did excellent work in this school. 
As a teacher of drawing, Miss Bailey excelled, and her class 
of fourteen scholars in that branch made excellent improve- 
ment. This was one of our best schools. .Length of school, 
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20 weeks; number of pupils, 14; wages per month includ- 
ing board, $28.00; visits by School Board, 5 ; whole number 
of visitors, 95. 


DIvISION 5. 

The Spring term was taught by Eliza E. Gee. Miss Gee 
appeared to labor faithfully for the interests of the school and 
we think considerable improvement was made, although the 
scholars did not at the closing examinations answer questions 
with their customary promptness and accuracy. The Fall term 
was taught by Mary 5S. Potter, of Acworth. This was Miss 
‘Potter’s first experience, but she gave general satisfaction, and 
the scholars made a fair degree of improvement under her 
instruction. Length of school, 19 weeks; number of pupils, 
9; wages per month including board, $16.50; visits by School 
Board, 4; whole number of visitors, 36. 


Division 6. 


The place of teacher in the Spring was occupied by Lizzie 
M. Duffee. We shall not report this school as an absolute 
failure, but we have nothing commendatory to say of it. The 
Fall term was taught by Grace M. Friend, whose success in 
the Spring won for her the situation in this school. From 
the first it was evident that the school would be a success. 
In both discipline and instruction her work was entirely sat- 
isfactory. At the close her scholars made as good an appear- 
ance as any in town. Miss Friend was re-engaged for 
another year, but was soon after called from earth to join the 
silent majority. If her life had been spared she would 
undoubtedly have become an ornament to the profession. 
Length of school, 19 weeks; number of pupils, 10; wages 
per month, including board, $16; visits by School Board, 4 ; 
whole number of visitors, 44. 


Division 7. 


The Spring term was taught by Marian G. Russell, one of 
our best teachers. Miss Russell managed this school with her 
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usual energy, ability and success. Commendable improve- 
ment was made by all the scholars, and an interesting exami- 
nation was held at the close. In this school room we found, 
what has seldom been seen there, excellent discipline. The 
Fall term was taught by Nellie J. Mitchell, of Lempster. Miss 
Mitchell was a very good instructor, but she did not govern 
her school with that strict impartiality without which com- 
plete success is impossible. Favoritism is never justifiable, 
and the teacher who indulges in it will never rank high in the 
profession. More improvement was made than we had reason 
to expect. Onthe whole it was a profitable term. Length 
of school, 18.8 weeks; number of pupils, 21; wages per 
month including board, $21.50; visits by School Board, 9; 
whole number of visitors, 74. 


Hicgu SCHOOL. 


The Spring term was taught by Geo. L. Lowell. As, 
regards discipline, Mr. Lowell was master in the school room. 
But there was not that degree of interest among the scholars 
(with a few exceptions) which we have a right to expect in a 
school of this grade, and without which great improvement 
cannot be made. There was the usual falling off in attend- 
ance during the last half of the term. But notwithstanding 
these disadvantages, Mr. Lowell’s work in the school was in a 
good degree successful. For the Fall term we employed a 
lady teacher, Miss Helen B. Peabody of Lawrence, Mass. 
This lady came very highly recommended. Her intellectual 
qualifications were exceptionally good. Asan instructor she was 
unexcelled. But for want of discipline, the school was a fail- 
ure. This unpleasant result was due, not altogether to the 
teacher’s incapacity for government, but largely to other 
causes too well understood to need lengthy comment in this 
report. To make this a model school, a: teacher must be pos- 
sessed of extraordinary ability. Length of school, 22 weeks; 
number of scholars, 30; wages per month, including board, 
$43 ; visits by School Board, 5 ; whole number of visitors, 75. 
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WINTER SCHOOL. 


For the Winter term of school we employed Mr. Fred C. 
Ball, of Smith’s Mills, N. Y. Mr. Ball succeeded in arousing 
an interest in the school to some extent, and having gained the 


good will of his scholars and given general satisfaction, it was 
thought best to re-employ him for the coming Spring term 


soon to commence. Length of school, g weeks; number of 


scholars, 25; wages per month including board, $42; visits 


by School Board, 8 ; whole number of visitors,

CONCLUSION. 


In a few closing remarks we wish to notice briefly some 
matters of special interest to the district. It has long been 
the opinion of the School Board and of other citizens as well, 
that the maintaining of three schools in Division 4 is inexped- 
ient and unprofitable. In accordance with this view, arrange- 
ments have been made to unite the high and intermediate 
departments in one school for the coming Spring term, and to 
hold the school in the intermediate room. 
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In abandoning the high school as a separate organization, 
it is not intended to deprive scholars of high school privileges. 
The same studies are to be allowed hereafter as heretofore. 
Should this arrangement continue permanently, it will be an 
advantage in a pecuniary sense. It will reduce the school 
expenses nearly two hundred dollars per annum. 

Another subject which we ask you to consider is that of

repairs. The sum appropriated at the last annual meetin 
was far too small to be of much practical benefit. Repairs 
were begun in Divisions 1 and 7, but for want of means, 
were left in a half completed state. To make the necessary 
repairs for the ensuing year will require a larger sum of mon- 
ey than has ever yet been furnished. We therefore recom- 
mend an appropriation of not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars, tor general repairs. Lastly, we call atten- 
tion to the condition of the school house in Division 4. 
This building is not only shabby and dilapidated in outside 
appearance, but is very uncomfortable and inconvenient zzszde, 
especially in cold weather. Something must be done with 
this school house in the near future. In our judgment any 
further delay will be mistaken economy. We therefore rec- 
ommend a special appropriation of such an amount as may be 
deemed necessary for building a new school house or putting 
the old one in a state of thorough repair. 
With these remarks the report of the School Board is 

respectfully submitted.

The Trustees of the town library offer the following report : 

There were, on March 1, 1889, 518 books in the library. 
To this number 53 have been added, making a total of 571. 
All are accounted for excepting 3. The general condition of 
the books is good ; a few may have to be replaced by new ones 
during the year. The Librarian’s book furnishes the follow- 
ing: 214 persons have taken 3,267 books, an average of 15 
books for each person; number of library days, 104; average 
exchanges per day, 31; largest number of books taken by one 
family, 140; largest number by one person, 57. 

Comment from the Trustees is unnecessary. You know 
the benefits we derive from such a source as a public library ; 
we need only say, we recommend the same appropriation for 
the purchase of new books as last year. We think we have 
sufficient funds on hand to meet the incidental expenses.
